Dr. Maxwell replied: "It is likely to 


furnish a more logical reason for the 
present high protection of American.. 
home-made sugars against foreign sug- 
ars. At present the'consumption of the 
United States is 2,300,000 tons, but the 
home production is only some 300,000 
tons. Now the more educated think- 
ers even among the Protectionist ranks 
foresee that the American people will 
not continue to pay nearly two cents 
a pound extra tor their sugars merely 
to keep in existence the men who are- 
furnishing less than 10 per cent of the 
total amount consumed. It, however. 
America should produce, aa she will, 
most or all of the sugar consumed, 
there will then exist a more natural 
ground for closing the door against 
outside products—but this will lead to 
competition amongst the home pro- 
ducers of American sugars. If Cuba, 
Hawaii and the'Philippines can, and 
should and will produce all or more 
sugar than the United States can con- 
sume then these countries Will come to 
attacking each other's throats; and 
that is the final form of competition 
that certain fields of American produc- 
tion, and especially that of Hawaii, 
have to anticipate. For several eco- 
nomic reasons, Hawaii le leas favored 
than Cuba and the Philippines, and 
these'must force the Islands to main- 
tain the highest excellence in their 
methods of production." 


Dr. Maxwell says that the way cer- 
tain questions were received which he 
put upon the probable outcome ot the 
present deliverance of the sugar men 
In the British West Indies caused him 
to think that a transfer of those islands 
to tbe United States opon a basis that 
tbe British and American Qovernmaots 
shall agree upon, need not be aa as- 
tonishing fact of the future. The Doc- 
tor remarks thai "those West lodisi 
Islands will oe one more thrust in the 
Bid* of Hawaii, and that she most look 
well to her laurels."

BROTHER KILLED AT HIS SIDE 


A Shell Did It-Spanish Plans and 


Operations—Lines Within 


Speaking Distance. 


Geo. Powell, lately a private in the 


14th Regiment Infantry, U. S. A. and 
of the service in. Manila, is returning 
to the old home on -the transport 
Pennsylvania with vivid recollections 
and a heavy heart. In the Sghbng 
with Spaniards early in Augus:, this 
Powell and his brother were side by 
side. A shell eploded in their position 
one night and the brother was manglod 
and killed . A fragment of '.!;& & 
struck >the heart, another piece toie 
away part of the left arm and still an- 
other portion some of the , shoulder, 
while several bits of the .heated metal 
entered the head. The brother fell dead 
in a heap without so much as a groan. 


The traveler, who is the guest of 


H. M. Dow, looks worn. He was not 
ill in Manila, but the climate is 'try- 
ing, the rain disheartening and the loss 
of the brother was a severe blow. In 
consequence of all this the young man 
has a worn look. It is easy to see that 
ordinarily he would be of cheerful and 
companionable disposition, but the 
campaign has had the result of mak- 
ing him somewhat listless. The meet- 
Ing of friends in Honolulu da greatly 
appreciated by Powell. He visited the 
.camps yesterday afternoon and spoke 
'of the marked difference between being 
on the field in Manila and in garrison 
In Hawaii. "We were not so uncom- 
fortable over there after all, though," 
says'PowelL "We had the shelter tents 
and we contrived hammocks. In the 
cramped quarters we had raised floors, 
using thfe bamboo to good advantage. 
Shooting into the dry bamboo has a 
curious effect. The entrance of a bul- 
let releases air suddenly and there is 
always a alight explosion. But we be- 
came accustomed to these as well as 
to the shells and showers of Mausers. 


"Most of .the fighting was at night 


and once the Spaniards determined to 
take us. They massed, as we afterward 
learned, no less than 6,000 men and 
bad ample artillery and plenty of rifle 
ammunition. Their plan was to drive 
back our light 'firing line and to make a 
charge right into the camps. But for 
the determination of our line they 
•would have succeeded. They prepared 
well, for this" movement and1 I don't 
think many of the Americans 'realized 
at the time how near it came to being 
a. success and how close a call our side 
had. 
If the courage of the Spaniards 


had not given out at the last minute 
they would have put us to rout for the 
time being. At one time during that 
night our firing lines were not more 
than forty yards apart. The battle 
lasted for nearly two hours. The only 
thing that saved us was a ru?e adopted 
by our officers. Reinforcements had 
been sent for, but were slow in coming 
up. We were ordered to cease firing, to 
fill our magazines, fix bayonets and 
await orders. It was the purpose ol 
our officers to meet a charge. In the 
heavy darkness that surrounded u^ so 
completely, with not a star shining we 
could -make out the enemy, so cl'-se 
were they. Our silsnce made them sus- 
picious and they retired. We killed a 
iot of them as they retreated. 


"A big shell -has a flight that makes 


you wonder. There does not seem to 
be room enough for it in the air anc 
it makes a movement of the atmos- 
phere as It forces its passage. We coulc 
feel them traveling. The night of the 
hottest fighting the Spanish had more 
artillery than we did, else we would 
bave taken tbe aggressive. My broth- 
er and myself and three or four other 
men were beneath a native hut and had 
made a breastworks of earth. A she! 
struck a piece of the hard wood of the 
cabin just at our heads. My brother 
-was killed instantly and all of us were 
knocked insensible. We didvnot get to 
be ourselves for a coupte of minutes. 
Soon after we wore ordered to another 
point in th*> trenches. 


"One night I sa-s- the order against 


firing disobeyed. A Spanish sharp- 
shooter, in a tr*«. was baneing away 
at our squad. Onc man was given a 
flesh wound on the arm. A big Irish- 
man who had a night i^as? located the 
sharpshooter 30p yards away and killed 
him. We heard him falline out of the 
tree and say his body next morning. 
The Irishman was praise--! Tor his 
marksmanship, but was told to s.hoot 
no more without permission. For ten 
days tbe Spanish were moving on 11? 
•with their trenches and we were doing 
the same in their direction. Thp lines 
•were not more than 350 yards apart at 
tbe last. The men of either aide could 
see the others working to the trenches. 
There was pome firing every night and 
sonwUines lots of it. They ebot high. 
Odd how some men escape and other* 
get bit. A native came up to my com- 
pany one day -when we were fttanding 
in column of four* In a road. He 
UKHUghi bfi -oro-jld bf.ftft.fe with US.

haps for other reasons, were always 
sent to theJront. We always did the 
best we cqpld and I suppose our ser- 
vices will Be recognized in the reportB. 
Both thexAstor and Utah artillery had 
hard times.

1 thinfe the 
fting that impressed me most was the 
closeness of the lines and the quick 
changes in plans made by the Span- 
iards. After they failed with their 
5,000 men they seemed to lose heart 
and would not shoot when our men 
were in plain view." 


A CHRISTMAS SHIP. 


Proposal to Send One to the Boys 


in Manila. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 22.—The fami- 


lies and friends of the soldier boys now 
at Manila will have an opportunity to 
remember them on Christmas. Num- 
erous inquiries have been made of the 
War Department by friends of soldiers 
serving in the Philippine Islands in re- 
lation to facilities for sending the men 
packages in the event that the troops 
will be retained in the East until 
Christmas: In expectation that. Maj. 
Gen. OUa' army will be retained in the 
Philippines ;for several months the 
War Department 'has decided to furnish 
the desired facilities for conveying to 
the men such Christmas packages as 
"may 
be furnished by their relatives 


and friends. It is proposed to send a 
vessel from San Francisco in the early 
part of November in ample time to 
reach Manila before Christmas, which 
vessel will carry packages free of 
charge. A limit will be placed on the 
size and weight of packages to be car- 
ried, and notice will be given when 
arrangements ' are completed. Pack- 
ages are to be consigned to an officer 
of the quartermaster's department at 
San Francisco, who will attend to the 
shipment to Manila, The department 
will endeavor to secure a special rate 
from the overland carrying companies 
for all packages addressed to soldiers, 
and notice will be given of the latest 
date for their reception at San Fran- 
cisco.

.ministering to an appreciative .sol- 
diery, my heartfelt thanks for all this 
loving kindness to our men, regular 
and volunteer. The work of the Red 
Cross throughout the brief encounter 
between the United States and Spain 
js something that can never be tor- 
.gotten so long as our soldiers live to 
tell the story. 
But the labor that your association 
Is performing at camp is a.eevere task 
physically upon the active agents and 
.financially upon the community. It 
.: w,as undertaken, I am told, because of 
the impression that several hundred 
•of our men were down with various 
maladies and sorely in need of deli- 
cate end nourishing food, -vrliereaa, 
there, are not 70 cases, in the combin- 
ed campsWhere the conditions require 
such assiduous care, though there are 
probably 700 young men who would 
-have no objection whatever to partak- 
ing of 'your .bounty Just so long, as 
you saw fit to keep it up. The. apr 
pearance in camp ten days ago of .a 
very common malady in very simple 
form developed^ .the fact that Borders 
in regard to drinking only boiled war 
ter. hid: been.disregarded; The nam- 
ber of cases dropped from 125 to less 
than 40 as soon as the order was en- 
forced. In one camp the command- 
ing officer wisely decided that only 
the sick should be permitted to accept 
the delicacies you so lavishly prepar- 
ed, but at another on Sunday noon 
scores of burly, sun-tanned, hearty 
young fenows were delightedly feast- 
ing on your bread and jam at the very 
hour when their own simple but suffi- 
cient fare was awaiting them. It was 
most kind of you to give them such a 
treat, and I dare-say they would glad- 
ly have you repeat it day after, day. 


•But, by orders received 
test'week, 


we are now empowered to spend 60 
cents per day for each patient in gen- 
eral or field hospital for the purchase 
and preparation, of *he-delicacies;that, 
tip to this time, we have accepted so 
thankfully at your hands. Under 
these circumstances It would be 1m- 
positldn to permit you longer to spend 
time •ap& money for our soldiers and 
it is earnestly requested that no fur- 
ther contributions be called for In 
their behalf. 


IB the near future I hope to be able 


more fittingly to express to you our 
sense of the kindness received from 
the Red Cross Association. Meantime, 
in behalf of the officers and men I 
have the honor to command, I beg you 
to accept this faint expression of our 
thanks, and believe me.

A Year's New WoifcMade 


Good Navy Gunners. 


System ud its IasBfuntioa-A new R«tta|

_ As the remarkable gun practice of thi 
United States sailors exhibited at Manlli 
and Santiago and elsewhere has. attracts 
the attention of the whole world, with the 
result of calling forth, much speculation 
as to how this high degree ot proficiency 
has been attained, it la proper to state 
that this te' of comparatively recent devel 
opment, and is oscrtbable entirely to the 
energetic efforts of the Navigation Bu 
reau of the Navy Department, seconded 
by the hearty co-operation 01 the com 
manding- officers of our ships, says the 
ew York Tribune. 
- r 


About a year .ago Captain Crownln- 
shield, Chief of the Navigation Bureau, 
assisted by Ensign Ward, - one of the 
brightest and moat scientific of the young 
er officers of the Navy, began to recast 
the entire system of 'gun practice -as 1 
existed in the Navy. In their opinion tha 
system, as it had come, down .from the 
last war, was not sufficient for the. need) 
of the day. At the beginning It was founc 
that, owing to the restrictions imposed by 
the departmental rules, it was scarcely 
possible to have gun practice aboard ships 
more than once a year, instead of once 
a quarter, as contemplated. Courses hax 
to be laid out, and stakeboats placed «t 
angles and records taken, making it ex- 
tremely difficult to find conditions admit- 
ting of the practice. *. • . . 
Captain Crowninshleld at once changed 
these rules and impressed upon comman- 
ders the Importance of gun practice a1 
every opportunity, even where it was no' 
possible- to lay a course, in which case 
barrels , or floating targets of any kind 
might be tossed over as the ships were 
under /Way. Moreover, the fiwhoer of 
times that target practice mustNbe. had 
was increased to seven annually. Then 
orders were Issued calling for night prac 
tice, repelling torpedo-boat attacks, etc. 
Following ' this Captain Crowninshiel( 
turned his attention to the presonnel of 
the gun corps and Induced the Secretary 
of the Navy to sanction the ratingiof gun 
captains, a new rating entirely andNme so 
well paid as to excite the ambition of the 
men. Unaer the old system the chief gun- 
ners were not chosen for their proficiency 
In gunnery, but received. their stations he- 
cause .they happened to be petty officers, 
such as quartermasters or, boats wains or 
the like. This system warf completely re- 
versed, and sailors were made petty offl 
cera because they were good gun cap- 
tains, thus getting rid of a number of in 
efficient men.

NEW FODDER.

Glowing I»romi8e^ for a Plant 


From Australia. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Byron 


O. Clarke has received from Australia 
a lot of seed of eulla, a new fodder 
plant, for distribution In the Islands 
Accompanying the seed was tha fol- 
lowing description of the product: 


"It is claimed for the Sulla that K 
surpasses all other fodder plants (Lu- 
cerne not excepted) in its nutritious 
qualities. vlt is eagerly eaten by stock, 
either in a green or dry state. It is 
preferred In Italy by stock-owners to 
any other fodder plant In cultivation. 
In warm localities free from frost the 
seed may be sown in Autumn, other- 
wise Spring sowing is necessary. Good 
strong deep soils produce the best crop 
Under favorable conditions it attains a 
(height of three feet, with pretty red- 
colored flowers, and bushy in habks, 
so- that a small quantity of seed wlli 
sow an acre. We predict a great fu- 
ture for ibis plant, and will be glad if 
those trying H would report the re- 
sults."

views of the Western States, and the 
indifference of the Southern States, he 
will see that there is yet no well set- 
tled public opinion regarding the poli- 
tical treatment of the newly acquired 
territories. 


President McKinley, as the Chief 


Executive, has no power m the prem- 
ises, because he cannot make laws. 
Congress alone can settle the new 
policy. The President, however, under 
the Constitution, is directed to advise 
Congress in this, and other matters 


The President is now most seriously 


at work formulating the new policy, 
which is called the Colonial policy. He 
is confronted with unusual difficulties 
owing to the inelastic nature of the 
Constitution. At the time that instru- 
ment-was made, there Was such a vast 
•wilderness of unoccupied land, the 
statesmen of that period made provis- 
ion only for creating States out of the 
land in sight. The question of colonies 
or outlying possessions was not enter- 
tained. No provision was made for 
such acquisitions, and the power to do 
so was strenuously denied. The Sup- 
reme Court has declared, incidentally, 
that the Constitution does not permit 
any colonial system; that its end and 
aim is the union of independent States. 


The difficulty, therefore, before the 


President and Congress is embarras- 
sing. They find the Constitution is a 
large and diversified political /garden, 
•with many paths running through it, 
but there are innumerable notices 
posted up in all directions, "Keep off 
the grass." These supreme and final 
direettaas *r "Keep off the. grass" are 
inconvenient when a short cut is ne- 
cessary, as it is in the case of govern- 
ment under a colonial system 


It is said that the President, after 


a close study of the British colonial 
system, "does not think it desirable to 
treat Porto, Rico as an integral part of 
the Union " He inclines to the theory 
of rule by a governor general, who may 
appoint an advisory board upon the 
recommendation of local commercial 
bodies, through which the people may 
utter their grievances against the gov- 
ernment. This is one of the British 
methods Under it, it is expected that 
the people of that island will he gradu- 
ally educated in local self government 


The objections to it, that will be 


urged dn Congress, especially by the 
Democrats, will be, that there is no 
provision, under tbe Constitution, for 
holding any territory whatever with 
full and lawful possession, and at the 
same time treating it not aa an inte- 
gral part of the United States, and 
therefore not subject to the Constitu- 
tion. Such opposition never arises 
against the British colonial policy, be- 
cause the innumerable "Keep off the 
grass' notices are not found in the 
British form of government 


While the difficulty is a serious one 


and will give rise to protracted debate 
in Congre== the public mind will fin-

Many 
of our planters do not accept this 
proposition, and> cling to the belief 
that the cheaper the labor, the cheap- 
er the cost of production. These men 
become isomewhat confused if the ex- 
perience of these Islands is put before 
them, namely, that the enormous in- 
crease of sugar per acre is due to in- 
telligent work, brain work, in the 
study of irrigation, of fertilizers, and 
of machinery They are now forced to 
accept what the scholars, tell 
tjrem 


about the value of brain work, but 
they still draw the line at the field 
hands 


But if Hawaii is to be at a disad- 


vantage in obtaining a supply of cheap 
labor, it is only to hold its own and 
advance by the best use of labor that 
is not "cheap," in the ordinary sense, 
but cheap in the sense that Carnegie 
uses it, when he says he hn^men who 
"are cheap at $10 per day ' 


There appears to be no other alter- 


native for Hawaii 
But in spite of the 


black cloud rising in the sky, there is 
still no serious effort being made to

The experiment of Introducing Amer- 


ican labor1 on the Bwa plantation is 
most interesting, and no doubt will 
be pushed actively.

of this kind of cruelty regard Miss 
Wilder aa a "Holy Terror." It is for- 
tunate that they do. If France found, 
a "Holy Terror" in Joan d' Arc, and 
the lazy commissaries of the American 
army find Miss Clara Barton another 
"Holy Terror," it is only fair that Ha- 
waii should have one of these desir- 


charges. Thte generation {could not 
listen to the literature pf preparation 
for war, of the vital and homely sub- 
jects which covered pots and kettles, 
and blankets, and wholesome food, and 
.anltary provisions. This generation 
of men, 'knowing nothing about these 
necessary methods of protecting life 
In warfare, make up and control t!he 
political parties, and it Insisted on 
putting a volunteer torce into the 
field, just as Alice would have done it 
in Wonderland. The eye of this gen- 
eration was upon the Spaniard. It for- 
got thai while a man's soul might be 
kindled with enthusiasm, his "Insides" 
had no patriotism, and cared nothing 
for "<tfce battle cry of Freedom," This 
generation forgot that the "Insides," 
the creation of the Almighty, knew no 
country, no flag. When they were 
asked If they could put up with bad 
water, and poor food, in the interests 
of humanity, and (for the glory of the 
nation, they simply refused and have 
had their own way. 


The lessons of the Civil war were 


lost, within thirty-five years after it 
elosedt They are now being re-learned 
with sacrifice and suffering here and 
elsewhere.

aries who will preach business-like^ 
methods If there is to be expansion 
and more war.

ONE LESSON OF THE WAR. 


On asking an intelligent non-com- 


missioned officer, several days ago, 
how many of the volunteers would 
have enlisted with their present knowl- 
edge of military life, he replied that he 
was confident that not five per cent of 
them would have enlisted 
An officer 


of the Regulars stated recently in this 
town that he had been one of the mil- 
itary instructors of over six hundred 
young men in one of the 
western 


States, that upon graduation each one 
61 these >oung men was capable, so far 
as training was concerned, to cammand 
a company, and was familiar with the 
needs of men in a campaign. He de- 
clared that in spite of the absolute 
need of competent officers in the sw- 
eral hundred regiments suddenly called 
into the field, these men were ignored, 
and preference given to men who 
either had a personal influence or a 
political pull. Several of these trained 
men received commissions, but the ma- 
jority of them who desired to enlist, 
preferred joining' the Regulars aa 
common soldiers, becaure in this 
branch of the service the officers were 
competent to take care of the men. 


The comment on this condition of 


things is, "The war 5s teaching us -what 
to do" So did the great Civil war 
teach us what to do It taught half ft 
million ol men what the art of war is. 
It taught them bow to obtain and cook 
food, how to observe sanitary regula- 


The "Maine League" proposes, as It

Gen. King investigated ihe case of 


Lieut. Wheelock yesterday morning 
and suspended that omcer. The find- 
Ings will be sent to Washington for 
further action. Lieut. Wheelock is 
brought In for jnuchy.of the blame.by 
Gen. 
King> for tto«» reason that (he was 


provost marshal. * Lieut, Merriam was 
oft duty. It is 'held that Wheelock 
should have arpested Merriam for dis- 
orderly conduct, if such was shown. In 
place of that, Wheelock loaned himself 
and the men under him to the riot 
started by Merriam. 


Indications point to an attempt to 


shield Merriam. Merriam was the man 
who established and maintained mar- 
tial law in the streets for over two 
hours. He came in conflict with many 
people and caused nearly all the 
trouble. He w«s in uniform; citizens 
respected.it. The patrol wajrunder Ms 
control and obeyed hla orders. 


MarsharjiJrown was an. early caller 


on Gen. King yesterday morning. He 
stated the .facts of the disturbance as 
learned from the police and desired to 
know what would be done In the way 
of punishing the offenders and prevent- 
ing repetition of such an affair. The 
department commander assured the 
Marshal that the 
officers would be 


properly handled. It was understood, 
(however, that they would not be court 
martialed. 


Gen. King deeply regrets the1 affair. 


All of yesterday waa spent in making, 
investigations. Several persons were 
questioned closely concerning the ac- 
tion of the officers. Late in the after- 
noon Gen. King was so fatigued that 
he retired. A guard was posted at the 
door to prevent interruption, and, from 
his couch, the department commander 
continued the discussion for two hours 
with Capt Saxton. his chief of staff.

finished 


Capt Saxton announced that there 
would be no courts martial, for the 
reason that no definite complaints 
against the officers had been preferred, 
a-nd it was deemed that the action tak- ' 
en in the forenoon covered the breach 
of military discipline on the part of 
Wheelock. 
First Lieut. A. W. Mather, of the 


New York regiment, was yesterday 
morning appointed provost marshal to 
succeed Wheelock. He did excellent 
work last night, although not a large 
number of soldiers were down town, 


yhese patrols from the camp, it may

Col. Soper left Honolulu on A/ugnst 


16; four days after the raising o* the 
American flag over the island. >He de- 
scribes the scene at the flag raising as 
one of great enthusiasm, and declares 
that the white population generally is 
delighted because of the annexation of 
•the Islands to the.United States. 


"Of course," he said, "there are some 


malcontents. A few of the VhUe res- 
idents, among -vshom I understail is 
Capt. John Ross, take the position 
that while they.have n-> objection to 
annexation per se. tbey object to the 
way it was accomplished. 
: 


"They declare that it is merely .the 


culmination; ot-^eniesi .'which were 
begun in the organization of ihe com- 
mittee of safety and in the revolution. 
The great majority howaver, are 
pleased, and when you reflect 'that out 
of a total population of about 3,000 
able-bodied white males In Honolulu 
two-thirds were in the military :sefcgice^ 
you can readily see thai every"; one 
breathes a s'igh of relief now thi^t the 
necessity for this excessive military 
service has passed. 
. 
. 


'Among the natives the sentiment Is 


generally against annexation.. They 
are chiefly monarchists, and now that 
annexation 'has been accomplished, 
they fear that they will be driven into 
the mountains or placed on reserva- 
tions like the American Indian. .This 
fear Is entirely groundless, for the Ha., 
walian native is immeasurably super- 
ior to the Indian, both in intelligence 
and education. Natives move in the 
best society In Honolulu and are; fully 
the equals of the whites. In my opin- 
ion they 'will bein a: similar position 
to that of the Spaniards in. California1 
and New Mexico when' they :beca>me 
part of the United-States." ...'.- ; 
- 


In reference to the form of govern- 


ment desired *y the white residents of 
Hawaii, Col. Soper said: : 


'We would prefer a government sim- 


ilar to that of the District of Columbia, 
under which it would not be necessary 
Tor business men to give any attention 
to politics. Next to that we wanted 
the territorial form, which, I under- 
stand, is to be established. Hawaii is 
not prepared for statehood. Her pop- 
ulation iis too small, and even if it 
were large enough the experiment 
would be dangeroua It would mean 
native control, as the natives, of course 
outnumber the white many times."

Men-lam 
and Wheelock for their rioting on the 
streets last Monday night. Others oc- 
cupying seats of the mighty insist that 
the offenders should be treated tin 
same as any oth«r lawbreakers.

Mortgage Case Appeal—Redeeming 


Inherited Property — Berliner 


Damage Matter Heard. 


(Prom "Wednesday's Daily.) 


The Supreme Court yesterday filed 


a decision in the case of Kane Kahoo- 
mana, et al., vs V. A. Carvalho, bill 
in equity to redeem a njortgage, ap- 
peal, affirming the former decree of the 
Circuit Court. With resnect to points 
raised on appeal the Court s^rs: "The 
heirs at law of a deceased mortgagor 
are entitled to redeem a mortgage on 
real estate which they Inherited from 
deceased, even though there be an ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of deceased 
ftilly qualified. 
The administratrix 


may redeem, but the right of tie heirs 
Is independent of the right of the ad- 
ministratrix. A suit in equity to re- 
deem by the heirs at law of deceased 
is not an Interference w4th the admin- 
istration of the estate, and such suit 
may be brought without leave of the 
probate court. Wilder, Wise & Wake- 
field for plaintiffs, Little & Galbraith 
for defendant. 


In the matter of M. F. Scott, et al., 


vs. B. N. Pilipo, bill for partition, 
Judge Perry toas issued a decree ap- 
pointing J. D. Paris and Wm. A. Wail 
a commission to examine into the sit- 
uation of the land in question, the ad- 
visability of its partition and the best 
and most equitable manner of dividing 
it between the respective claimants.

sors—Sew Figures. 


NEW YORK—Hugging while waltz- 


Ing is under the ban. The decree has 
gone forth from the men who teach 
waltzing that no more hard pressure 
shall be permitted during-the process 
of the fascinating whirl. Reprimands 
are in store for all young men or 
young women either, who persist in 
hugging In the dance. 


All this was decided at the twenty- 


first annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Society of Professors of Dancing, 
which has adjourned after a four days' 
session, after adopting the new dances 
for the coming season and electing of- 
ficers. The new dances aad the new 
figures In tbe german for the coming 
season will ieel the influence of the 
war with Spain. There will be much 
display of flags and patriotic colors in 
the german figures. 
Admiral Oewey, who has already 


had many things named after him, will 
have a figure In the german bearing his 
name. It was the first of the new fig- 
ures to be adopted by the dancing 
masters. The bombardment of Ma- 
nila is the belle, the ladies and the gen- 
tlemen standing in opposing lines and 
throwing at each other balls of varie- 
gated hues which burst in the air and 
send their ribbona of paper scattering 
over the rooms. Another based on the 
war is the camp figure, in which paper 
tents are placed In each corner of the 
room. The gentlemen bide in these 
tents, sticking a finger through the 
paper and the ladies, circling around, 
grasp the protruding fingers and drag 
the owners thereof through -the paper 
walls of the tents to be captors in the 
dance. 
Other figures based on military lines 


are the Stars and Stripes, Imperial 
Lanyards and Charge of tbe Light 
Brigade, There will also be a Volun- 
teer waltz, which differs from the ord- 
inary waltz in having a long side step 
to the left. Other new dances will be 
the Class Day polka and the Cadet 
lancers.

Great Alarm Over Erup- 


tion of Vesuvius. 


One City Especially In Terror-Car- 


dinal Has a Congregation of 


3O.OOO-A Change 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—A World 


cable from Naples says: Vesuvius, tbe 
grim volcano that stands like an ex- 
ecutioner, always prepared to destroy 
this beautiful city, after a long rest Is 
once more belching smoke and flames 
and lava. Where the present series of 
eruptions will end no one can tell, of 
course, but many residents here profess 
to fear tbe destruction of Naples, 
though for the most part they are 
cheerful, and laugh and sing, as did 
their ancestors of Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum just before they were eternally 
buried. 


A panic prevails at Torre del Greco, 


which is on the coast, three miles, south 
of Reslna* This has a dense popula- 
tion of 25,000 happy-go-lucky Italians, 
whose greatest industry is selling 
relics, guiding travelers, telling lies to 
Americans and selling nauseous wine. 
So great is the terror at Torre del 
Greco that Cardinal Prisco, Archbisbop 
of Naples, proceeded to that town With 
a large body of clergy and celebrated 
a special open-air service and ottered 
up prayers, in which be Implored the 
Almighty to cause tbe cessation of the 
eruption of Vesuvius. Thirty thousand 
persons attended the services. They 
came from the Vesuvian territory. Im- 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
beautiful and impressive 
ceremony 


there seemed to be a diminution in the 
flow of lava, or the inhabitants so be- 
lieved, and there was great rejoicing. 


At all churches special prayers are 


being dally offered <np. 


NE3SL.YORK, Sept. 23.—A cable to 


the World from Naples says: There 
are three lava streams descending re- 
spectively toward tbe villages of Ve- 
trana and Crocelle and the town of 
Reslna* The last named ia seriously 
threatened. It is a place of 13,000 In- 
habitants, directly on the coast and 
five miles southeast of Naples. 


Panic prevails at Torre/ del Greco, 


three miles south of Resina. Peasants 
on the hillsides are moving out with 
whatever they can save, leaving the 
lava to devour their cottages and out- 
buildings and vines. Hundreds of cot- 
tages have been destroyed. 


Showers of rocks 'and ashes bave al- 


ready wounded fifty-six jwrsona, but no 
Joss of life has yet occurred.

Capt Tan- 
ner, •will return to the States and call 
for tenders for nearly all of the work 
to be done here. This is the letter:

Honorable J. A. King, Minister of the 
Interior, Honolulu. 
Sir:—Referring to our conference 


on the 3rd inst, I beg leave to say that 
In obedience to an order of the Hon- 
orable Secretary of the Navy, I nave 
carefully examined the available fa- 
cilities afforded for the establishment 
of a naval coaling station in the har- 
bor of Honolulu, and, in compliance 
with'your request, I have the honor to 
inform you that the following named 
lands and water front will be re- 
quired: 
1st: 
The water front lying between 


the Bishop Estate and the line of Rich- 
ards street, including the site of pros- 
pective wharves, slips, and their ap- 
proaches. 
2nd: The blocks of land embracing 
lots No. 86 to 91, 100 to 181, Including 
Milihml street to the intersection of 
Halekauwila street; and the Govern- 
ment water lots lying between the- 
Bishop Estate and Punchbowl and 
Allen streets; 
It being Desirable to concentrate 


naval property as much as possible, I 
shall recommend that lots 52, 66, 67 
and 68, now occupied by the Navy, be 
released as soon as they can be spared. 


While I'realize that the occupation 


of the designated property, especially 
on the water front, will result in tem- 
porary loss to the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, I feel confident that-It will ulti- 
mately prove of substantial benefit to 
the «lty. 


IS agreeable to the Hawaiian Gov- 


ernment I shall recommend that the 
present Pilot House be removed to the 
outer end of the proposed new wharf 
designated on the blue print as "New 
Wharf." It being understood that it 
shall remain at its present location 
until the new wharf is completed. In 
constructing this portion of the wharf 
the same facilities for hoisting and 
lowering pilot boats will be provided.
